If it has to advance an amount too 
close to the current market value, it 
might be forced to sell and so be un- 
able to affect the market as it set out 
to do 

If the pool paid yp the full value of 
wheat, it certainly could not hold but 
would be forced to dump the wheat as 
soon as received. The general prin- 
ciple of the old futures market which 
the co-operative organization set out 
) correct was that the dealer sold as 
fast as he got deliveries and had no 
interest in it bevond the day to day 
fluctuations 

Pool Seller Not Buyers 

Under the pool contract members 
agreed to place their crop for market- 
ing collectively for all on the same 
basis 

“No man can tell you, as some far- 
mers do, that he ‘sold his wheat to 
the pool and it owes me for it yet.’ In 
the past people expected payments 
March 1 and August 1 though 
there was no guarantee of that in the 
contract, it was good business for the 
pool to do it.

‘George Stathakis Found 
Suffocated in Barrel 
by River Men

NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y., July 7.— 
| The body of George Stathakis was 
ltaken this afternoon from the barre! 
in which he attempted to navigate the 
rapids above Niagara Falls and 
plunge over the cataract. Death, ac- 
cording to Coroner W. W. Thompson 
of Niagara Falls, Ont, as due to 
suffocation. 

The barrel was sighted shortly after 
6 o'clock Sunday morning by Canad- 
ian officials on auty at the Canadian 


end of Falls View bridge, the first 
structure below the falls. 
William (Red) Hill, veteran river- 


man, was notified by telephone and, 
with his son William, Jr., went down 
into the gorge. The barrel was afloat, 
bumping against the rocks on the 
Canadian side of the rive., but was 
intact. 

Borrowing a lifeboat from the Maid 
of the Mist, the father and son made 
@ line fast to the barrel, but were un- 
able to tow it ashore, the cumber- 
some craft weighing more than a ton 

About 10 a.m., by dint of much 
pulling and hauling, with the rowboat 
and aided by favorable currents, the 
barrel was taken to the Canadian 
shore, a short distance below the 
abutment of the Falls View bridge. A 
large crowd meanwhile gathered on 
the river banks 

The Hills dropped overboard from 
their rowboat, and wading into water 
up to their shoulders, shoved the bar- 
rel nearer and nearer to the shore, 
where it was made fast by ropes 

After the barrel had been safely 
anchored, it was some time before it 
could be opened. It was floating end 
up, but the manhole was brought 
above the surface and the 16 bolts by 
which it was fastened were removed 

Stathakis was found still strapped 
to a mattress which he had designed 
as a buffer against th. side of the 
barrel He was dead, and Coroner 
Thompson expressed the belief that 


he had succumbed ten or twelve hours | 


before.

ALBERTA’S SHARE 


Premier King suggests that the time 
is approaching when the Northwest 
Territories should be brought under pro- 
vincial authority—supposedly by divid- 
ing the area among the pfovinces which 
abut upon its southern boundary. There 
are some obvious difficulties in the way 
of a division which would be mutually 
satisfactory, and it is rather doubtful 
if the provincial governments are anx- 
jous to assume the added responsibility 
of administering the affairs of a vast 
extent of territory from which they 
cannot for many years hope to secure 
revenue enough to meet the expendi- 
ture. 

When, however, the division comes 
to be made, Alberta has an undoubted 
claim to what appears to be the most 
valuable part of the vast hinterland, 
that comprising the valley of the great 
Mackenzie waterway system. That 
portion should fall to the lot of this pro- 
vince by reason of geographical loca- 
tion, and in includes about half the 
mainland area of the Territories and the 
part which appears to be the most de- 
sirable. 


AN EFFECTIVE POLICY 


When Canada, thirty-odd years ago, 
instituted the British preference, it gave 
a lead in the direction of enconraging 
trade between the widely scattered Bri- 
tish territories, a lead which other do- 
minions have followed, and which has re- 
Sulted in a very substantial development 
of intra-empire trade. The Dunning 
budget proposes to carry that policy a 
step farther, by widening the scope of 
the preference, offering further induce- 
ment to the sale of British goods in 
Canada, and therefore to the purchase 
of Canadian products in Britain. 

That important results may be ex- 
pected from this new effort is plain 
from two facts; its reception in Great 
Britain, and its reception in the United 
States. British newspapers have been 
prompt in their recognition of the bene- 
fits which will accrue to the old lands. 
United States newspapers have been 
equally prompt to record the very con- 
siderable amount of trade that will be 
diverted from that country. Official 
estimates at Washington are that ex- 
ports to Canada amounting to about 
$200,000,000 will be adversely affected, 
approximately one-fifth the total ex- 
ports of that country to the Dominion. 

A shift of the tariff by which Britain 
is given an opportunity to cut the Unit- 
ed States out of $200,000,000 worth of 
Canadian import trade per year is a very 
substantial contribution to the re-estab- 
lishment of normal conditions in the 
old lands. If there were no reciprocal 
benefits for Canada at all in the ar- 
rangement—and there are—Canadians 

, would surely not grudge that measure 
of assistance to their kinsmen, who ap- 
parently must look for trade inside the 
Empire or nowhere. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


Friend Journal has come to 
conclusion that the most serious ques- 
tion confronting the taxpayers of 
Canada is how they propose to go about 
it to provide work for men who are now 
unemployed. Seeing that the Journal 
helped to thrust this situation upon 
the taxpayers, by calling for immigra- 
tion out of all proportion to the absorp- 
tive power of the country, the admiasiui: 


is timely, though exaggerated, and 
suggests what would have been the 
magnitude of the problem had the 


Journal and its ballyhoo associates had 
their way completely in the shaping of 
the immigration policy three or four 
years ago. 

There is unemployment in Canada 
today chiefly because people were 
brought into the country, or encouraged 
to come, in too large numbers. Of those 
who came, only a fraction went on land. 
The rest sought work in the cities while 
times were good; and are still there. 
In the over-crowding of the labor 
market it was inevitable that a good 
many long time residents of the country 
should be displaced by new-comers. 
Had there been no abnormal inrush 
from abroad, unemployment would be 
almost a negligible difficulty at present.

powerful interests in Eastern Canada 
deliberately planned to induce a flood 
of immigration, organized a campaign 
to that end, and made the Conservative 
newspapers the willing organs of their 
propaganda. The Government, in an ill- 
advised moment, allowed itself to be in- 
fluenced by the noise, and lowered the 
bars. The flood came; and unemploy- 
ment is here. Now the Journal tells 
the taxpayers that the problem it 
helped to saddle upon them is the most 
serious with which they have to deal. 
That is an exaggeration, of course. 
Unemployment is less prevalent in Ca- 
nada than in any other country in the 
world, with the possible exception of 
France. But there can be no doubt the 
problem here would have been serious 
had the boomster brigade had their way 
entirely. The taxpayers would in that 
event have been confronted at the pres- 
ent time with a demand that they 
provide work or relief for two or three 
times the number of men who now re- 
quire assistance. Unemployment would 
in that case undoubtedly amount to a 
national emergency, whereas the fact is 
that no provincial government has yet 
asked the Dominion to help it grapple 
with a situation beyond its own control.

Summer squash are classed with

Squash has a number of qualities 
to commend it to the cook. It does 
not cost much, does not take long to 
prepare, and does not take long to 
cook. Since it cooks very qg‘ckly it 
does not warm up the kitchen on a 
summer day. 
as the skin mashes up easily when 
cooked. The seeds are left in it. It 
should be washed, diced, and cooked 
in very little water, fust enough to 
cover it so that too much of the fla- 
vor does not cook out into the water. 
If carefully watched, it is often pos- 
sible to cook squash by cutting it up 
and adding no water at all. using a 
little butter instead. Sqwash cooked 
in this way will be sweeter and will 
lack that watery flavor which clings 
to a squash which hos gone to a 
watery grave in the pan before it 
reaches the table Most summer 
squash is cooked in too much water 
which renders it tastless and unpal- 
atable. 

As summer squash is a non- 
starchy vegetable, it may be com- 
bined with almost any other kind of 
fcod, and it, therefore, lends iteelf 
easily to many mixtures with other 
vegetables.

The other day, for the first time, 
I met and came to know William Z. 
Ripley, who has always seemed to 
me a superb example of the scholar- 
statesman without whom the well- 
springs of leadership in a nation 
dary up 

For 35 fruitful years. at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
and at Harvard University, Mr. 
Ripley has been at once a prodtic- 
tive scholar and provotative teacher. 

On that re- 
search frontier 
of the social 
sciences that 
les beyond the 
safe orthodox- 
ies of the t'm- 
id text-books, 
he has been a 
skilful guide of 
other minds. 

He has not 
permitted the 
seholar’s ca- 


Glenn Frank 
reer to impose upon him a sterile 
neutrality in the social conflicts of 
his time. 

He has proved that it is possible 


to be, at one and the same time, 
the objective scholar and the earn- 
est crusader. 

He is equally at ease as the calm 
expositor of truth and as ite im- 
pass'oned advocate, 

In him scientific scholarship and 
social statesmanship have met and 
merged. 

He has brought broad scholarship 
to bear upon the nation’s crucially 
important railway problems. 

In a well-documented elaboration 
of his thesis that “property should 
never be allowed to degenerate into 
an instrument of oppression,” he 
courageously challenged the wide- 
spread shift of power from Ma‘n 
Street to Wall Street. and stabbed 
the modern mind awake to the so- 
cial implications of the excessive 
concentration of power. 

As a scholar, his analyses have 
actually effected changes in public 
and private policy. 

I never meet such men but that 
I am depressed bv the fact that we 
draft so little of this sort of intelli- 
gence into positions of national 
leadership. 

I am not an advocate of govern- 
ment by experts 

But it is becoming increasingly 
apparent that as modern zgociety 
grows more complicated we must 
make use of the most intelligent 
and the most richly informed lead- 
ership we have. 

We cannot afford to let such 
scholar-statesmen go to waste, save 
as they may play gladly to official 
complacency,

part by proxy, through sharing as 
interested spectators other lives and 
their rich varieties. 

But there are thrills and thrills, 
wholesome and unwholesome. A 
visit to thrill-land may be stimulat- 
ing or upsetting, the thrill habit is 
an emotional menace. Virtue can be 
made, if not hideous, at least dull, 
and vice attractive. The relations to 
reality must not be jarred; all of 
which is a huge problem. It mist be 
faced as a democratic one, on a 
mass production scale and_ level. 
Counsels of perfection are irrelevant. 
The thrill life cannot rise much 
above the general mental level of 
mentality and experience. A taste for 
slapstick cannot be transmuted into 
a liking for delicate wit, 

To préscribe a proper thrill-diet 
requires greater wisdom than most 
editors and scenario writers who cat- 
er to public taste possess, It becomes 
an educational problem of a new 
order and there may in time arise 
thrill dietitians. Meanwhile every- 
body has an opinion; church, drama, 
social centres, child welfare agencies, 
are taking a hand in the solution. 


| What price thrills is an agitated 


question. The appetite for crime 
seems to be growing, if crite clubs, 
detective stories and underworld 
movies may be accepted as evidence, 
Whenever box receipts and educa- 
tional aims conflict, compromise is 
inevitable 

Considering it all as a problem in 
mental fitners, we may view the sit- 
uation both with alarm and satis- 
faction. We have become alert to 
the menace, though belatedly; and 
in hastening the process the talkies 
have played a critical part; for 
words are more suggestive than 
scenes, and the realism of the com- 
bination is more complete. The ac- 
ceptance of the screen as an in- 
strument of emotional education is 
established, It has become part of 
the democratic equipment, supple- 
mented by the most recent devices 
of the thrill mart, the radio. In- 
vention has transformed the avenues 
of satisfaction for the craving for 
thrills. There has arisen a vast 


problem of thrill control.

Baker of Antwerp Helped to Prevent Anjou Seizing 
Sovereignty of The Netherlands 


“With nothing but a shovel for his weapon, struck him from his horse.” 
* In Antwerp toward the close of 


the sixteenth century there lived 
a@ baker renowned for his strength. 
This humble individual could lift 
great sacks of flour as easily as most 
of us handle a five-cent sack of 
peanuts. 


He had the power of four men. 
And once he employed it to thwart 
a usurper from seizing sovereignty 
over his country. 

The Duke of Anjou, unprincipled 
son of the unprincipled Catherine 
d’Medici, queen of France, for a 
long time hoped to become King of 
England by marriage to the maiden 
queen, Elizabeth. But after years of 
courtship and negotiation, she jilted 
him. 

The Prince of Orange, in the 
Netherlands, was under the ban of 
Spain. He welcomed the assistance 
of Anjou, who, being crowned Duke 
of Brabant, with the high-sounding 
title cf “Protector of the Nethev- 
lands”, went to Antwerp in 1582 to 
ald him against the Spanish. 

Anjou wished to be more 
“protector” of the Netherlands, par 
ticularly after hopes of an English 
crown failed him. He wanted to ba 
sovereign. But he found that he was 
Playing second fiddle to the Prince 
of Orange, the latter's protestant 
burghers were faithful to him. 


Presently Anjou embarked upon 
a treachery typical] of the son of ‘he 
infamous Catherine. 

He plotted to seize the principal 
forts, imprison the chief tnhabit- 
ants, plunder the cities and restore 
the country to the obedience of the 


pope. 

Dunkirk, Ostend, Dendremond, 
and other cities fell to him on Jan- 
uary 15, 1583. But at Antwerp his 
plans went astray. 

He attempted a surprise attack 
during the stillness of the dinner 
hour. But the honest burghers, long 
trained by suffering at the hands 
of various oppressors, hab suspected 
trouble when he encemped a strong 
force outside the city. 

They threw up chains and bar- 
ricades; trumpets called armed men 
to the Bourse. 

It was now that the giant baker 
played his part. With quick wit he

attacked the plunderer and, with 
nothing but a shovel for his wea- 
pon, struck him from his horse, The 
courageous fellow then sprang upon 
the steed and clattered off through 
the city, calling upon everyone to 
resist, 

Women and children joined the 
men in answering the call of this 
hero. They flung furniture down 
on the heads of the marauding 
French, 

At the gates the defenders fought 
until the entrance was choked by 
the bodirs of the dead. The French 
inside the city were utterly de- 
stroyed, while those outside sought 
futilely to enter. Anjou had suffered 
bitter defeat before the Prince of 


| Orange even knew that trouble was 


afoot 

Anjou's chief officers were aghast 
at his treachery. They would sup- 
port him no more, At Paris, his 
brother, Henry LII., declined to send 
him aid. Ultimately he returned to 
France. The Spanish took over the 
Netherlands. 

Anjou's health was broken. The 
next year he died. He was only 
twenty-five.

VERMILION, Alta, July 7.—That 
the four units of the Alberta Dairy 
Poo! were manufacturing over 3,000,000 
pounds of butter annually at the pres- 
ent time, and that this would have 
been considerably increased if drouth 
and lack of feed and low prices had 
not intervened, was the statement 
made by Secretary D. J. Christie of 
the pool in addressing members of the 
Alberta Institute of Co-operation here 
on Saturday. 

“We manufactured in 1929, 2,500,- 
of 1,500,000 pounds was expected in 
1930. But this has been cut down 
as a result of the drouth and lack 


low prices realized for the product, 
said Mr. Christie. 

‘By reason of the latter, hundreds 
of farmers are raising calves on the 
cuw so that two months of the heavi- 
est flow is lost to creameries. 

“The unemployed condition in the 


old country with reduced buying 
power and heavy accumulation of 
stocks has hurt the ready market.

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C.R.U. ADOPTS 
_ FORWARD PASS 
WITH CHANGES 


4 Can Receive; Must Be 
Thrown from Outside 
40-Yard Line 


TORONTO, Ont., July 7.—A_ uni- 
form forward pass rule for Canadian 
football was adopted at the meeting 
of the rules commission of the Cana- 
dian Rugby Union here Saturday, The 
new rule is a compromise adopted be- 
tween the views of Western Canada 
clubs which favor the pass and those 
of Eastern Canada who were success- 
ful at the meeting of the rules com- 
mittee here last February having the 
pass eliminated entirely. 

Western Canadian protests at this 
resulted in Saturday's action. 

Those present at the meeting were 
John * Degruchy, Toronto, chairman; 
Dave McCann, Ottawa; Reg. Degruchy, 
Laddie Cassels and W. Founds, all of 
Toronto; Major Stuart Forbes, McGill 
University, and R. P. Isbister, Ham- 
ilton, Ont.. were unable to be present 
but submitted their views in written 
form. 

Forward pass may be thrown under the 
foliowing conditions: 

(a) Tt may be thrown only on the first 
and second downs. Penalty—loss of ball 
if thrown on third down. 

(b) It must be thrown from a point at 
least five yards behind the line of scrim- 
mage. Penalty—re-scrimmage with loss of 
one down. 

(c) It must cross the line of scrimmage. 
Penalty—re-serimmage with loss: of one 
down. 

(d) It must not be thrown from within 
the opponents’ 40-yard line. Penalty— 
loss of one down and 10 yards.. 

(e) The pass may be thrown by anyone 
on the attaacking side and received by 
any one of four eligible men of the at- 
tacking side, who shall be the two outside 
Wings, fight half-back and flying wing, 
or by any player of the defending side. 
Penalty—-if caught by inelegible man re- 
scrimmage with loss of one down and 
ten yards from the point where last 
scrinimaged. 

‘f) It must not go into touch with or 
without having touched any player. Pen- 
alty—re-scrimmage with loss of one down. 
Note--this does not apply to blocked 
passes 

(g) A forward pass blocked behind the 
line of scrimmage shall be treated exactly 
like a blocked kick. 

(1) In case of a pass blocked by an 
opponent the side receiving the ball shall 
put it in play at first down at the place 
where ball is dead. 

(b) When the ball goes into touch off 
e player it shall belong to the opposite 
bide. 

Note: 

1. The passer need not necessarily be 
the first man of the side In possession 
to receive the ball from the scrimmage. 

2. First down cannot be given for a 
completed forward pass anless the original 
ten yards have been gained. 


3. The blocking of players who are at- | 


tempting to follow down to receive a 
forward pass is to be treated the same 
as players following down on a kick from 
scrimmage, that is, within one yard of the 
line of scrimmage... Penalty—loss of one 
down and ten yards 

4. Interference by a player at the re- 
ceiving end of a forward pass is to be 
treated the same as interference blocking 
ou an onside kick play.
